Strictly ‘speaking, there is 
only one true ham. It comes 
from the hind leg of the pig and 
can be sold whole or in two sec- 
tions: (1) shank—lower part of 
ham, and (2) butt—upper part. 

Ham is processed in various 
ways. First, it is cured and 
@moked by the packer. Then it 
may be cooked and sold fully 
cooked ready-to-eat, or it may 

further cooking .before 
it is ready to be served. In all 
cases, it is important to read 


‘nd follow th. directions on the 
label. 

There are tvo other pork cuts 
which are commonly referred to 
as hams by n.any people, These 
are the picnic and cottage roll, 


. with both having characteristics 


similar to ham, [n a general 
way, the picnic can be consid- 
ered as a front-leg ham. The pic- 
nic is cured and smoked and 
sold in a number of ways like 
the regular ham. 


The cottage roll comes from 
the shoulder and is /usually 
sweet pickled (cured, but not 
smoked). {[t contains a little 
more fat than the picnic or the 
ham, but for that reason, it is 
very juicy and flavorful. Being 
boned: and rolled, it is ideal for 
slicing. Sometimes the cottage 
roll is:sold as a smoked shoulder 
butt, which: is simply another 
“orm of the ‘same cut. 


The price of any of these cuts 
depends mainly on the amount 
of processing involved. A bone- 
leswiskinless, fully cooked ham 
costs more than a ham with 
the bone left in, some of the 
skin left on, and one which has 
received no previous cooking.

Visitors, to Britain are often de- 
lighted to see in the countryside 
cottages roofed with thatch — 
straw or reeds. This picturesque 
method has been used for cen- 
turies, and survives among mod- 
ern houses. 


In the summer season the 600 
or so house thatchers in Britain 
work almost continuotsly through- 
out the daylight hours. 


ATTRACTIVE 


One who thinks little of a 12- 
hour stretch is attractive Anne 
Newman, perhaps the only woman 
thatcher in Britain. 

Anne was a champion plough- 
woman before she turned to 
thatching. The normal apprentice- 
ship lasts five years, but Anne 
qualified as a master thatcher 
after only three years. Now, with 
her caravan, she travels all over 
England with the man who taught 
her thatching, George Mullins. 

During World War HU, when 
many thatchers were called up for 
National Service, there was'a dan- 
ger that the Engiish thatched roof 
might vanieh. 

Today, however, there are be- 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 thatched 
roofs in England and Wales, and 
many’ people are adopting this 
type of roofing, 

Thatchers in Britain commonly 
work with four materials—heather, 
Norfolk reed,. long wheat straw 
or a special variety of straw 
called: Devon reed that has been 


separated from the ear before 
threshing. 
7 TRAINED 


George Mullins comes from a 
thatching family and is one of 
16. He can work in all four ma- 
terials and he has trained Anne in 
the last two. 

Soon after dawn Anne and 
George start work. They are 
helped by Valerie Harris, a trainee 
of 18 years of age, whose chief 
job is to shake out the straw 
into bundles weighing about 12 
pounds . each. 

With one or two of these Anne 
climbs up a 55-rung ladder to 
work on the roof.

Despite the fact that varicose 
veins are so prevelant, there is 
Bi a great deal of misunderstand- 
| ing about the condition, For ex- 
ample, the idea that only older 
people have varicose veins is a 
common fallacy. Actually, many 
people under thirty begin to de- 
velop varicose veins which 
plague them in later life, and 
E swollen leg veins may even 
begin to trouble girls in their 
A teens. Unfortunately, women 
are victims of varicose Veins 
more often than-men. 


One important factor seems to 
: be heredity. Most of the men and 
\ women who suffer from varicose 
: veins usually can trace the con- 
| dition to their parents or grand- 
parents. Naturally the condition 
3 _ @ccurs more frequently in people 
whose occupations keep them on 
their feet for long hours at a 
time, and those who do very heavy 
lifting as a part of their job. 
Whenever varicose veins \are 
suspected, a physician should “be 
consulted at once. He can often 
ward off serious damage if he is 
geen in time. One of the earliest 
symptoms, of course, is swollen 
veins in the legs. Other common 
symptoms or signs are a feeling 
of heaviness in the legs; fatigue in 
4 the leg muscles; ankle swelling a 
the end of the day; cramps in th 
legs at night; tenderness or sore- 
fhess along the paths of veins; and 
dull or stabbing pains in the legs. 

Of course, some of these symp- 

toms may occur even when vari- 
cose veins are not present, and 
occasionally may be caused by 
g@omething else, Only your doctor 
gan make the proper diagnosis. 
Much of the suffering and danger 
caused by varicose veing can be 
avoided if you heed this helpful 
advice from your Heart Founda- 
tion: 

On a long plane or train trip, get 
up and walk around every half 
hour. On long auto trips, stop 
once in a while, get out of the 
ear and stretch your legs.

ssible on a chair or stool. 

hen watching television, make 
the most of the opportunity to 
elevate’ your feet. The execu- 
tive who sits with his feet on 
the desk has the right idea if 
he has varicose veins, 

Exercise helps circulation. Many 
doctors recommend rotating the 
legs in bicycle-riding fashion 
while lying on the back. 

Avoid round garters. They cut 
off the circulation and should 
never be worn. Don’t cross your 
legs at the knee because this 
too hampers the flow of blood. 

: Tight elastic girdles can inter- 

. fere with circulation. Don't wear 

them continuously — especially 

when you have to be seated for 

a long time. The elastic can cut 

off the return flow of blood. This 

increases the pressure of the 

blood in the veins and makes 
varicose veins worse. 

When doing household jobs in the 
kitchen, sit on a high stool with 
your feet resting on the top 
rung so that the knees are bent. 
This prevents the blood in the 
thighs from flowing back down 
the leg veins.

Seeding method 
hoogts hay yield 


A sharp increase in hay yields 
—especially in dry seasons -—- can 
be obtained by seeding alfalfa and 
grass in separate rows rather than 
in a mixture, 

In tests under dryland condi- 
tions at the federal experimental 
farm at Swift Current, Saskat- 
chewan, alfalfa and grass seeded 
in alternate rows 12 inches apart 
gave hay yields averaging 20 per- 
cent more than those obtaine 
when they were seeded as a mix- 
ture ‘in similarly spaced rows. 

Yields varied according to the 
season, reports M. R. Kilcher,#of 
the Swift Current farm. In the 
better growing seasons, the alter- 
nate Tow strands yielded only five 
percent more; in seasons of more 
normal moisture conditions the 
yield was 30 percent greater. 


The most startling *esults were 


obtained in dry years, when the

Known as barrack rats, stable 
boys and many other military 
epithets in the “good old days”, 
the Canadian boy-soldiers’ history | 
is as old as any component of 
Canadian military service. In 
18038, as recorded in the history of 
the 104th Regiment of Foot (New | 
Brunswick Fencibles), boys were | 
enlisted as .buglers, trumpeters | 
and drummers. 

More than 125 years later, ac- 
cording to General Order No, 74, 
dated 1930, ‘Boys of good charac- 
ter between 14 and 18 years of 
age may, subject to parent’s or 
guardian's consent, be specially 
employed in the Canadian Corps 
of Signals’. Opening in other 
units of the Non-Permanent Ac- 
tive Militia as signallers, drum- 
mers, buglers and trumpeters are 
also recorded in this Canadian 
Army order. 

It can be’ quickly noted that 
today’s more comprehensive plan 
has a great deal more to offer. 

For the past 11 years they have 
been affectionately referred to as 
“the little green monsters” from 
the green bands worn on the 
shoulder to distinguish them from 
the more mature members of the 
Army. But this cross-section .of 
clean-cut Canadian youth does not 
stay green Jong and even the 
toughest Army instructor would 
hesitate to call them monsters.

Pay for the first year is ap- 
proximately half that of a private 
recruit or $60.00 a month. The 
following year it is increased to 
Regular Army recruit pay of 
$112.00 a month.

The apprentice trainees have 
finer living quarters and dining 
facilities than the best in board- 
ing schools—but the discipline 
is stronger. They wear normal 
army issue uniforms except for

guardsmen. In addition they are 
allowed 30 days anntial leave 
and special Christmas leave like 
soldiers of the Regular Force. 
“It’s the age of good fun and 
games, and they are always ready 
to joke and laugh despite the 
rigors of Army life”, said one in- 
structor in summing up the Boys’ 
attitude to military life. 

After two years the soldier ap- 
prentices join units of the Regu- 
lar Army for an additional three 
or more years of service. 

“T’d like to go back and instruct 
soldier apprentices” said 21-year- 
old Corporal Frank Wheadon, of 
Walton, N.S. He enlisted as ‘one 
in 1958 and has, worked under 
Yugoslav, Swedish, Brazilian and

At the age of twenty-one and 
as five-year veterans of the Army 
the “boys” are free to return to 
civilian life—better equipped to 
meet the needs of business and ‘in- 
dustry.

rose-tinted glasses, when re- 
gearch and good old common 
sense tell us the opposite is true. 


“Almost without exception,” 
Dr. Zinn said, “research shows 
that longer carcasses with less. 
fat produce a higher percent- 
age of the most desirable cuts 
and a lower percentage of less 
desirable cuts. Why should 
breeders strive to produce a long 
hog and a short, compact. beef 
animal?” 


Dr. Zinn pointed out that the 
chief. virtue of good beef con- 
formation is generally considered 
to be its effect on the yield of 
various wholesale cuts. This be- 
lief is based on the assumption 
that good beef conformation is 
a result of muscling and will 
result in a higher percentage of 
the high priced cuts such as the 
loin, rib and round. However, 
the results of recent research 
do not support this belief. 


The most important thing a 
producer can do according to 
Dr. Zinn, is to find out what 
kind of carcasses his cattle are 
producing. He urged cattlemen 
to follow their cattle through 
the feedlot and packing plant 
and observe the carcasses for 
themselves. There is no better 
way for producers to learn if 
they are producing the kind of 
meat animal required by today’s 
market.

VOCATIONAL ADDITION 

The Centre Hastings District High 
School Board will hold the official 

ypening of the T. N. Beatty Vocation- 
1] addition to the Centre Hastings 
Secondary School at Madoc on Fri- 
day evening, December 6, 1963. 

The guest speaker for the occasion 
is Dr. W. A. MacKintosh, Vice-Chan- 
celler of Queen’s University and-one 
of Canada’s leading financial and ec- 
onomic advisors. Dr. MacKintosh at- 
tended school in Madoc while his 
father was an elementary school in- 
spector here. 

The vocational addition consists of 
the following areas: technical or shop 
wing which consists of an auto shop, 
drafting room, electrical shop, mach- 
ine shop, boys’ and girls’ occupation- 
;al training areas, a large shop stor- 
,age area and a Technical Director's 
office. j 

The commercial areas consists of a 
Business Machines room, Bookkeep- 
ing classroom and a Senior typing 
room, a storage area and commercial 
director’s office. The remaining com- 
‘mercial area is the Junior typing 

loom which is located in the original 
biulding. , 

In addition to the above teaching 
‘areas the new wing includes the fol- 
lowing teaching areas: two perimeter 
science laboraetories, a library class- 
room with reference and work room, 
a standard classroom and a single 
' gymnasium with full stage and dress- 
ing rooms, shower rooms, physical 
education instructor’s office for both 
'boys and girls. “ 

Besides the teaching areas the ad- 
dition includes a cafeteria seating 
280 with a full kitchen, an adminis- 
tration wing consisting of general 
office, principal's office, vice-princi- 
pal’s office, fire-proof vault, duplicat- 
ing room and a spacious staff room. 
Also there are furnace rooms, trans- 
former room, ventilation room, care- 
i taker’s room, business administrat- 
‘or’s office and several storage areas 
in addition to those referred to above. 

| In thd middle of the building are 
two open courts, one which is beauti- 
fully landscaped was necessary to 
permit light to get to the windows of 
severdl rooms in the original build- 
jing, the other is paved and is to 
make possible a future extension of 
the single gymnasium into a double 
gymnasium. 
i The above facilities and the neces- 
sary equipment cost approximately 
$1,146,000 which is almost completely 
covered by the Special Vocational 
igrant provided by the Federal and 
Provincial Governments. 

The original building consists of 8 
standard classrooms, 2 science labor- 
atories, 
ityping room (already referred to) 
and a single gymnasium. The Voca- 
tional addition increased the pupil 
capacity of the school from approxi- 
imately 370 to 680 pupils. 

These facilities make it possible to 
offer to the students of Centre Has- 
‘tings the complete Revised . Pro- 
gram of Studies (The Robarts: Plan) 
consisting of different 
icourses as follows:

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Farm water and sewage program 


By GENE MILL ER 


‘Saskatchewan's farm ‘water 
and sewage program is creating 
a ‘new life’ on the farm 
meanwhile the program is mak- 
ing a significant contribution to 
industrial growth. Manager Jim 
Gaut of Weyburn Plastics Ltd., 
says “The FFIB is the biggest 
customer we have. This farm 
program is a tremendous pro- 
ject.” 

New conveniences have meant 
better standards of living dor 
rural families who no longer 
need to take a back seat to their 
eclty counterparts. They can run 
a@ bath, fill the sink for dishes, 
or do the family wash without 
first making several trips to 
the pump, pail in hand. They can 
enjoy the luxury of lawns and 
flower gardens, and perhaps add 
a few more shade trees to beau- 
tify their property. As a Stewart 
Valley farmer puts it, “Having 
water Is wonderful!” 


AGRICULTURAL GAINS 

In the farmyard many people 
see an improvement in animal 
~gains, milk production, quality 
and quantity of egg production, 


all due to automatic watering 
aystems. 


The change would have come 
about sooner or later, but it 
was speeded. up and made easier 
through the services provided 
by the Saskatchewan depart- 

‘Ment of agriculture. 


The program initiated by the 
family farm improvement 
branch may boost the rate of 
farm home modernization from 
mix percent in the first 75 years 
of Saskatchewan farm develop- 
ment to about 80 percent by the 
end of the next 10 to 15 years. 

While it is estimated only 25 
percent of the dollars spent on 
farm water and sewer ia going 
through FFIB, farmers state 
that the technical help available 
without charge is of more value 
than all other savings under the 
program, 


The program offers a “one- 


step” service to farmers\if they 
want it that way, ‘There was a 
time when a farmer had to draw 


from a variety of bulletins to- 


sift out needed information and 
find answers to hia specific prob- 
lema of locating water and de- 
veloping the source. Then he had 
to list and buy unfamiliar ma- 
terials — he had to corkact 
several “agencies for plumbing 
and wiring permits, pumps, sep- 
tic tank, pipe, fittings, fixtures 
and outdoor and indoor work. 
This was a big job. The cost 
Was always pretty much of a 
question mark until the final 


bill was in, so many a farmer. 


put.the project aside until 
day”. 

A NEW SERVICE TO 
FARMERS 

The main obstacles to bringing 
Saskatchewan farm homes 
to modern standards usually nar- 
rowed down to-—a need for more 
technical know-how; a water 
shortage; and lack of money. 

With these obstacles in mind 
*the Saskatchewan department of 
agriculture set up the FFIB in 
April of 1960, with its first ob- 
jective to assist farmers with 
the installation of farm water 
and sewage systems. 

Here was the answer to the 
farmer's dilemma. From_ one 
specialized. source he. was able 
to get all the technical advice 
he needed, a close estimate of 
the total cost of the complete

FINANCING 

FFIB does not provide credit, 
but loans to farmers arranged 
through a credit union may be 
guaranteed by the provincial 
treasurer upon applicatioh by a 
credit union. In addition the 
FFIB makes a grant to each 
farmer, of not more than $300 
or 15 percent of appfoved ell- 
gible costs of material and con- 
struction services required to 
develop a water supply and in- 
stall outdoor parts of a farm 
water and sewage system which 
also serves a farm home. Grant 
application forms and detailed 


instructions are eo on 
request. 
INDUSTRIAL BENEFITS 


Industry is benefitting from 
the program in several ways. 
The increase in farm installa- 
tions has resulted in more work 
for well drillers, plumbers and 
contractors, and a greater de- 
mand for materials and equip- 
ment, Since water systems are 
mechanical, they will require 
periodic servicing and replace- 
ment, just as cars.and tractors 
do. Contractors and plumbers 
will develop local services to 
the Cut- 
for instance, one 
plumber considered his time well 
spent in attending FFIB courses 
to get new ideas on how to do 
things better. From his point of 
view the program is paying off. 
“Business has picked up for 
me,” he says. “Before the pro- 
ject started, I was doing about 


three complete farm jobs a 
year. Last year I did 22 farm 
jobs.”

Summing up the opinions ex- 
many grateful far- 
mers who have written in, a 
farmer from the Beaubier dis- 
trict puts it this way—‘The 
FFIB and Power Corporation 
have raised our standard of 
living on the farm more than 
I dared hope. We now live— 
not just exist!” 


Altogether, the widespread 
trerid to modernization in the 
rural areas is bringing new 


agricultural gains to the fdr- 
mer, more comfort and conveni- 
ence for his family, and a new 
prosperity for private industry 
and industrial services — a 
good recommendation for any 
program. 

FFIB is one of the busiest 
farm help groups within the de- 
partment of agriculture. With 
the initial program well under- 
way, the branch has begun ex- 
pansion into other aspects of 
farm improvement, to. serve and 
give assistance to the 80,000 
farm dwellings scattered across 
62 million acres of Saskatche- 
wan farmland. 


RESEARCH AND FIELD 
TESTS 

The agricultural engineering 
division is responsible ‘for find- 
ing the answers to farmers’ 
problems. They arrange lab and 
field tests for new equipment, 
produce technical tips and bul- 
letins, and design and draw new 
farm structure plans. 


When agrologists and techni- 
cians in the fleld submit prob- 
lems requiring research, these 
are considered by the branch 
and turned over to the Saskat- 
chewan Research Council or the 
research department of the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan both 
of which have adequate facili- 
ties for conducting research. 
In these cases of referral, FFIB 
gives financial assistance to the 
projects. Typical of this service 
is recent research and testing 
on fibreglass septic. tanks, plas- 
tic pipe, jet pump and sewage 


‘mound studies, and lab tests on 


commercial sand separators, 


Field tests are conducted by 
branch engineers and technicians 
on projects such as sewage la- 
goon and open discharge waste 
water disposal; and experimental 
installations have been made 
on special permit to test rigid 
plastic for indoor p I mbing 
under varying conditions, 


Recent tests have resulted in 
successful development of shal- 
low-bored quicksand wells, due 
to a simple screening process 
which promises a higher pump- 
ing rate. for such wells. 

Still in the experimental stage 
are studies on some forms of 
water contamination, fence post 
treatment and ventilating 
methods for livestock buildings. 
Very. recently, FFIB engineers 
successfully developed a shallow 
test well by means of a jetting 
process, and it is expected this 
experiment will 


also be con- 
ducted on deep wells. A bulle- 
tin, Technical Tips No. 5, is 


available to explain the process 
to farmers.
